Mrexico Crry, Jan. %.—The eondition of
Affalrs in San Luis is generally acknowledged to
pave grown very serious. In the revolationary
ian %ut promulgnwdmbg' General Aguoirre no

ouneement Wis against the Federal
Government; but as the latter has takon active
seasures to put down this movemont, a new
ation  was issugd agalfst the General
vernment to which the former seem to have
been but o stepping-stone. By this most cun-
ning and artful mavagement, there appears con-
fronting the Government a large force of thor-
oughly drilled truul:a. as well officered, armod,
nm cquipped probably as auny in the republic.
With all the urtillery of the division in their
poeecesion, money In thelr hands and no enemy
near, It would appear that It will cost the Gov-
ernment trouble to restore the normal condition
of affairs.

Gieneral Rocha is in Rlo Verde, but Is unable
to advance upon 8an Luls. General Esuliluz
was ordered to take up his line of march for
that place, but a body of troops was despatched
agninst him and he was compelled to retreat to

ueretaro, The tullowiur 8 an extraet of the
political revolutionary plan of these pronun-
clados, proclaimed on the 30th of December, to
which are signed the names of Generals Aguirre,
Pedro Martinesz, Manuel Laranaga, and all the
officers of their commands; that Juarez has
acted contrary to the constitution, and duoring
cleven yeurs has rendered no account to the
people, but has trodden upon their institutions;
that one of the first duties of the ferces of a
republic I8 to defend the principles and rights
olp the people and not blindly make thomselves
instruments to sustain slavery. These are the
usunl attaeks which are made upon the adminis-
tration, all of which are calculated to excite
the passions of the troops and lead weak-

minded patriots to believe that they should
distinguish themselves by jolning the rebel-
lion. In consideration of these things they
propose: —

First. To refuze to recognize the Executive,

SBecond. To recognize Cum.i’l‘ﬂr!!, provided i
aceepls the plan of the revolutionlsts and agrees
never to do wrong any more.

Third. There must be immediatély n new
shuftle and deal.

In other words, a new election In order that
the outs may get in. BState soverelgnty must
be proclaimed. The General Government must
bhe removed to some more central pointof the
republle. Governors of Biates can retain their
positions by subscribing to the plan, whick lat-
ter can be changed to snit circumstunces. The
public debt incurred In carrying out the plan
will be the first to be pald. '

There are no persons willing
to act as efficers of police, on account of the fear
to offend elther citizens or military. Simulta-
neons with the movement in Ban Luls there have
been varlous insignificant pronunciamientos in
Michoacan, Jalisco, Matamoros, Morelos, and
even Mexico. It I8 claimed also that there is
danger of the same near Acapuleo, Vera Cruz
papers state that yarions bands of revolutionisis
or robbers have been seen in that neighborhood.

The officers took the woman to the station
house, She had blood upon her person, and
when asked how it came there she assumed an
air of indifference, and sald, 'l did not kill
hm.” From the statements made last evenin
it was clear that the woman had dealt the fnlj
blow, but there was pome discrepancy between
the statements of the witnesses as Lo what took

Bhe gave d and contradlctory
answers a8 to the manner In which blood camo
t0 be on her person, volunteering the statemen
however, thiat she becawe smeared with bl
in raising the shirt of the murdered man to dis-
cover the locality of the wound, Threo wit-
nosses assert thal they were eye-witnesses of
the deed, and that she was the perpetrator of
the murder. Mra, Westerfield, who has em-
sloyed her for the last seven years as i genoral
Luube pervant, asserts that up to the time of the

dreadful occurrence she has always ben ro-
garded ns a good, falthtul, and honesl servant,
and has given satisfaction to the family in the
on Io? in which she has been employed, and
enjeyed the confidence of the entire housshold.
When confined In hor cell she becameé moro
communieutive, and asserted that the murdersd
man had killed herself. Latterly, however, she
declined W answer any interrogatories, and be-
came #tolld in her demennor.

The clection was a surprise to
the Mississlppl Republicans at the capital, as,
beyond n Joeal reputation at Natchez, Mr. Revels
was but little kpown in the Btate. They all
unite in recognizing him as a ereditable repre-
reutative of his race. Governor Alcorn was
choden for the full térm after the explration of
Mr, Revels' term of service, General Ames
will be the eolleegue of the latter, until the
Governor takes his seat ns o Seuator.

SENATOR REVELS' RIGHT TO A SBAT.

OFf course this questlon will meet Mr, Revels
when he presents himself at the clerk’s desk of
the Senate to take the oath of office s United
Btates Seontor, While it is admitted that he
possessen the other legal gualifieations for the
position, the question is ralsed whether he is
eligible ‘under the Constitution of the United
Btates, which stipulates that *'no person shall
be a Benator who shall not have attained to the
age of thirty years, aud been nine years a citizen
of the United States, and who shall not, when
elected, be an Inhabltint of that State for which
be shall be chosen,” When General Shields was
first elected to the United States SBenate from
[linols this question was raised agninst him; he
wns o citizen at the time of his eleetion, but had
not been nine years a citizen, as requived by the
Constitution.

The Chicago Republican of Baturday, In dis-
cussing this question, takes the ground that Mr.
Revels is inefiglhlu to Senatorial honors because
ho has not been a citizen nine years. According
to the reasoning of the Republican, it was ad-
judicated br the Dred Scott decision that the
status of colored resldents of this country, even
theugh born on our soil, was not that of a citi-
zen, whether slave or free; that, consequently,
such persons were not included smong the
“people” in the general words of the Federal
Constitution, and could not, in any respeet, be
consldered as citizens. This decision, thongh
now generally regarded as infamous in its mean-
ing and intent, hes been recogmized by Con-

ress, In the pnssage of the Civil Rights act—
that great measure of justice and reparation to n
long persecuted, down-trodden, vietim race—as
volld and binding—as res adjudicata.

With these facts in view, viz, that to be-
come a Benator of the United Bintes a person
must have been nine years acitizen; that colored
men, according to the decision of the Bupreme
Court, were nunt cltizens nine years ago: and
that Congress did not couslder them citizens up
to the time of the passage of the Civil Rights
act, the Uhlcago Republican clalms “that not
only Mr. Kevels, hut all of his race, are as yot
Ineligible to the place of Beuators of the United
Btates. The citizenizing law alluded to was
[:mcd by Congress on April 9, 1806, after it hod

een vetoed by the President.  Then, until nine
years after that dute, no colored man can be re-
arded as qualified to become a Uniled States
ator, nor until secven years after that date a
Representative In Congress, These are the con-
stitutional, judicinl, and legal aspects of the

question.”

1 learn, in effect, by the journals,
that your constituents have given you an imper-
atlve command to refuse honorable repara-
tion, and to preserve your precious existence.

Nevertheless I take the chance, In the hope
that a feeble remnant of French sentiment will
caunge you to depart, in my favor, from the
mensures of prudence and precauntion in which
you take refuge. If, therelore, by hazard, you
consent to draw the bolts which rendgr your

recarious ;;ermn doubly Inviolable, you will

opd me neither In & palace or a chateau, I re-
side tlull.e plainly at No, 56 Rue d'Autenil, and I
prouiise you that if you present yourself it will
not be eald that I am out.

After the interview with the Presldent yestor-
day, the Prince, Mr. Thorgton, and suoite took
carringes and proceeded directly to the Capliol.
The pm{ approached h{ the east front of the
Senate wing of the bullding aud entered through
the main portico, They procesded at once to
the diplomatic gallery. The Prince and Mr.
Thornton occapled the front seats and the rest
of the party the rear. At this time Senator
Howe wus reading his vilews on the Currency
bill recently reported from the Benate Com-
mittee on Finances. About half of the Sena-
tors were absent. Bhorl.l[v] after she Prince
reached the diplomatic galloy Benator Came-
ron llolncd the party and was Introduced by
Mr. Thornton., Senator Cameron oxtended an
Invitation to the pariy to take seats upon the
floor of the eliamber. The Prince stated that
he wonld be most h:lppy to accept the invitation
some other time duor nﬁ his stay in the Capitol,
but ns he understood Mr. Butler and Mr. Bing-
ham were to speak in the House of Represen-
tatives, ho was anxious to hear them. Daring
his visit to England esoveral yoars ago, Senator
Cameron was invited to the House of Lords and
was given a seat at the foot of the throne, which
is coneidered n great honor in monarchioal
countries. Henator Cameron desired to recipro-
onte this courtesy by an invitation to the floor of
the Scvate. The party remained but a few
minutes in the Benate, when they left for the
House of Representatives,

The marble staircases and the Rolunda were
much admired by the Prince, and ns he walked
from one wing to the other his attentlon aup-
peared to be coustantly arrested by the buay
publie passing tonnd fre with an alr of businaess
and anxiety over the affairs of legislution.
Finally the Prince arrlved at the House of Re-

resentatives, Ile came in for a fleld day.

everal big things were to be put up, and the
Prince bad heard of it, and, like thousands ot

others, antieipated a rare Parllnmentary treat.
The galleries were crowded, and the floor of the
hall was full. Nearly every scal was oceupied.

The unusual throng was occasioned partly by
the expected visit of the FPrinee and partly

becanse a  great debate on the Virglnia
bill, with am inevitable tilt between the
two great “B.'s," was anticipated. It was

after 3 o'clock, when Farnsworth moved to pro-
cced to business on the Speaker's table, with a
view of getting at the Virginia bill. He did not
accomplish his object, inusmuch as some Domo-
crat objocted to taking the bill up out of its re-
gular order, and is was burled under a mass of
executive docnments, which it took eonsiderable
time to dispose of.

Hatler sald be only wanted
to ecorrect the misstatements of Brooks, at which
the Prince scemed a little surprised, for Brooks
had spoken with 80 much earnestness that he
no doubt supposed he was telling the sober
truth, Brooks seemed determined to be n
srominent character in the scene, and he accord-
ngly Kept Interrupting Butler, until the laiter
administered o settler to him.

“What does the law say on that polnt?” sald
Brooks.
‘“That puts me in mind of a story.” said

Butler, “‘where a person was a witness fn a cer-
tain case. While he was giving his evidence
the lawyer asked him how far apart the parties
were when he saw the oceurrence he deseribed.
‘Four feet and a half," replied the witness.
‘How do you Enow It was that exact distance?”
nestioned the lawyer. *Well," sald the witness,
‘I thought some —— fool would ask me that
uestion, #0 I measured the distance.’ I thought
¢ gentl‘emﬂ.u from New York would ask me
that question, 50 I have the law right here.””
There was a general laugh at the expense of
Mr. Brooks, in which the Prince joined, at the
snme (ime makiog some remarks to Mr, Thorn-
ton, at which both langhed. General Morgan,
of Ohlo, who, like Mr, Brooks, seemed nnxlous
to let the Prince know thal there was somebody
else in the House besldes Butler, badgered the
latter with questions and called upon him to
read the recomstruction acts. Finally Butler,
stretching his short, thick neck as far over
towards the Democratic side of the House as he
could, and elevating his eye-brows till his face
assumed the appearance of a full moon, roared
out, *'I want the gentleman from Ohlo to under-
stand that I don't keop school.” Here the Prince
lnughed heartily again, and evidently became
deeply Interested In Butler. e listened very
attentively to the speech until Bufler sat dewn,
when he arose and the entire party left, pro-
ceeding to the east front, where they re-entered
their carrlages and drove to the Britlsh Legation.

TENEMENT-HOUSE TRAGEDY,

Three Persons llurnea—()le Dead and the
Others In a CUritleal Condition,

Another sickening teneémeut-house disaster
took place in New York last night, resulting in
the loss of life of one person snd the probable
death of another.

About fifteen miuutes after elght o'clock the
bells sounded the alarm for “‘corner of Worth
and West Broadway." The fire department of
the distriet quickly turned out and hurried to
the seene of the fire. On arriving there it was
found that the fire was In the two-story and
attic frame house No. 9 Worth street, occupied
on the first floor by George Meyers, an the
sccond floor by David Harrls, shoemaker, and a
widow named Levy. The fire octurred in Har-
ris' apartments, it ia au&npmed from a kerosene
lamp. The bulldiog and contents were of such
a combustible vature that the fire spread with
sur rminﬁ;upidll)a

otwithstanding the presence of the police,
who established fire lines nnd assisted in pre-
serving order and removing the effects of the
ocoupants, the latter became panle-stricken and
rushed out into the stalrs with thelr goods and
chattels, The police endeavored to calm them,
but to no avall, and for some time the poor
oocupants contivued to make thelr way up and
down past the firemen, who were gallantly buat-
l.lli? the flames.

General Evans was an Irishman. He was born
at Molgi In 1787, In 1807, when he was twenty
Years o be entered the army us an ensign
of the 224 ef;lmentot foot, and his first ser-
viee was in Indis, when he fought for three
ears against Ameer Khan, . He also took part
n the capture gf Mauritius. In 1810 he jolned
his regiment in in. He wna present at nearly
all the prineipal tles and of the Pe-
ninsular war, and was noted for bis readiness in
volunteering on storming parties and for other
hayardous duties. His gallantry was so con-
spicuous that he rose to the rank of Lieutenant-
Colonel, For his share In the actlons of Vit-
torin, the Pyrences, and Toulouse, he recelved
the war medal with three clusps,

In the early part of the year 18514 Colonel
Evans was ordered to America. He was at the
battle of Bladensburg and hall two horses shot
under him. With a foree of one huodred in-
fantry, acting under the orders of General Ross,
he ralded into Washington and barned the pub-
lie buildings. He also ook part io the attack
on Baltimore, and lu the battle of Now Orleans
he was seyerely wounded in the assault upon
Juckson's cotton bales, He recovered from his
wourkds just in time¢ to return to England anod
fight at Quatre Bras, and st the memorable
battle of Waterloo he again had twe horses
shot under him. He went into Paris with
the allled army, on the staff of the Duke
of Wellington. After the peace he entered the
politieal arena. He jolned the reform party
and ranked with the radical wing. He re‘ilru—
sented Westminster in Parliament from 1553 Lo
1841, and was among the most active speakors
and workers. In 1885 he accepted the com-
mand of the **British Auxlliary Legion,” which
the British Goverament permitted the partisans
of Queen Christina to recruit in England, aund
through o two years' war ngalnst Don Carlos he
performed the most sigual service, He was re-
elected 1o Poarllnment from Westminster ln 1844,
and retalned his seat until 1865, when be finally
retired from public life, :

His last military service was in the Crimean
war. At the age of sixty-seven he soliclied a
command, and was appointed, with the rank of
Heutenant-general, to the second division of the
invading army. e was distinguished at the
head of his command at the Alina and before
ﬂem&cgﬂol. where he repuleed a terrible sortie
of 6,000 Russinns. When the batlle of Inker-
mann took place, he was sick on shipboard at
Balaklava, and General Pennefather wns in
charge of his division. On hearing the gaus
the invalid hero leu{wd to his feet, hurrled to
the shore, and jolned the thickest of the
fight, but, soas not to rob Pennefather of the
honor of the victory, he insisted upon acting
only as his assistant. Tlis conduct on this ocea-
sion won for him the public thanks of Parlia-
ment and the Grand Cross of the Bath., The
Emperor Na l]ml-:wm made him o grand officer of
the Legion of Honor. Ile rose to the rank of n
full genernl in 1860, and at the time of his death
commanded the 21t Regiment of Tnfuntry. One
of his hobbies In Parllament was opposition to
the selling of commissions in the army.

YERY HARD CASH,

————

A New Orleans Sen Captain®s Fortune Missing
—Was he Polsoned? -His Duanghler Pursulng
the Murderer.

John Alexander, o sea captain, about seventy-
four years of age, came on to New York from
New Orleans, in Sn-{:wmher, 1868, to speculate
in Wall street.
